NEWS LOCAL OF A NATURE. 


Janesville^ Oldest Attorney and Jurist 
P isses Away at His Home Early 
This adorning, Aged Seventy-Four 
Years—Sketch of His Life—Isaac 
Farnsw orth's Funeral. 


M. S. Prichard—ex-county judge, 
justice cf the peace, and Janesville’s 
oldest attorney—died a t his home in 
the Second ward, a t 6:30 o clock this 
m orning, after an 
illness of some 
weeks duration, the last month of 
which had been quite severe. 
For some days Justice Prichard’s 
death had been expected a t any time, 
and when the fi a1 summons came, 
he sank peacefully to sleep. 
The funeral will be held from the 
family residence at 2 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon. 
The Bock County Bar, of which Mr. 
Prichard was the oldest member, will 
take suitable action on his demise, 
the call of Vice Presieent Hyzer for a 
m eeting, being published elsewhere. 
It was with profound B orrow th at 
Janesville 
people heard 
of Justice 
Prichard s demise, as he was unusually 
respected and admired. Some days be 
fo re his death, he dictated to his wife 
the facts embodied in the following: 
Sketch o f ilia I Ifs. 
Mores Smith Prichard was born in 
Bradford, Orange County, Vermont, 
on April 8, 1822. 
His education was 
begun in the Bradford academy, and 
finished in the University of Vermont, 
which Institution he entered in 
1837, 
when he was fifteen years of age. 
He 
graduated from 
the University in 
1841, a*~d in the fall of the same year 
he w ent to Virginia for the pnrpose of 
leaching 
school 
a t 
Harrisonburg, 
Rockingham, County. 
He served as a 
teacher for about three months. From 
H arrisonburg he went to a place 
cslL d Muddy Creek 'here hetaugnt a 
pi iv Ate schtol, patronized by the peo­ 
ple of the vicinity, 
The settlem ent 
was a new one, near the headwaters 
of the Shenandoah river. 
In the win­ 
ter the reads were almost impassable, 
ai>d carriages could not be used. 
All 
travel was on horseback, and the man 
w ith whom 
Mr. 
Prichard boarded, 
kept Baddie horses exclusively. 
Beg*n the Study of La w . 
In 
March, 
1843, 
Mr. 
Prichard 
rstnrned to Bradford, Vermont, and 
commenced the study of law w ith an 
attorney named Seth Austin. 
Later he 
entered the office of Leonard Wilcox, 
who had been.a judge of the Vermont 
supreme court, and a United States 
senator, 
fie was adm itted to the bar 
of Orange county, a t Chelsea, in the 
apriog of 1845, and in July started for 
Wisconsin, arriving 
on 
August 
5. 
A fter traveling about the county, he 
decided to locate in Janesville, enter­ 
ing the office of Judge Whiton. 
Later 
he was connected with A. H yatt Smith, 
and in the fall of 1815, formed a part­ 
nership with Mr. Smith. 
He continued 
in partnership w ith Mr. Smith until 
1848, and was then associated with 
Judge Noggle. 
In 
the year 1S50, 
Ames P Prichard was adm itted to the 
the firm, the name being Noggle, 
Prichard A Prichard. 
Mr. Prichard 
rem ained a member of the firm until 
1853. 
Made Justice of the Peace 
In the spring of 1846 Mr. Prichard 
was elected judice of the peace of the 
tow n—comprising the towns of Janes­ 
ville, R ick, and part of La Prairie— 
holdirg the office until 1849. 
In the 
spring of 1853, he wee elected justice 
of the peace a t the first charter elec­ 
tion of the city of Janesville, and held 
th e office no til the fall of the same 
year, when he • was elected county 
judge of Rock county. 
This office he 
held 
from 
January I, 
1854, 
to 
January 
I, 
1858, 
when 
he was 
succeeded by his brother, Amos P. 
Prichard, who held the office until his 
death in 1587. 
In 1858 Mr. Prichard formed a part­ 
nership with James H. Knowlton, the 
firm bt-iog Knowlton, Prichard &Jack- 
aon. 
He remained with this firm un­ 
til 1860. 
After th at he was in busi­ 
ness alone until 1867, when he was 
elected justice of the peace, holding 
the ( ffi:e until 1875. 
In the spring of 
1878 he was elected police justice of 
the city, serving until the spring of 
1880. 
In 1881 he was again elected 
justice of 
the peace, and had since 
held th at office. 
He had also been a 
circuit court commissioner for twelve 
years. 
Married In 1847. 
From the Rock county history the 
following additional data i6 taken: 
O i October 27, 1847, Mr. Prichard 
was married to Miss Betsey A. True, 
daughter of Elijah True, one of the 
pioneers of Ro^k County. 
Five chil­ 
dren were born to their union, only 
three of whom are now living. 
They 
are Miss Minnie and George T., of this 
city, and Mrs. J. F. M artin of Chicago. 
The other two died in infancy. 
Be- 
aide the three children, Mr. Prichard 
leaves three grandchildren ol whom 
he was very fond, they being George 
J., Camille, and Carl Prichard, chil­ 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. George T. Prich­ 
ard. 
Justice Prichard was a member of 
Wisconsin Lodge No. 14, I. O. O. F.f 


j o i n i n g th at order in 1847. 
He was 
also a member of Rock River Encamp­ 
ment, I. O. O. F., and the Temple of 
Honor. 
In politics, he was a demo­ 
crat. 
Justice Prichard was the 
oldest 
member of the Rock County bat. 
His 
legal judgm ent was unerring, and his 
opinions and decisions carried great 
weight with all the attorneys.

Tile fact that a man has a mortgage 
on his farm is not necessarily an in­ 
dication that he is not prosperous. In 
fact, a mortgage may be an evidence of 
thrift, a notice to the world that the 
maker is progressive and prosperous. 
The great bulk of the farm mortgages 
of this country are given to cover 
either the purchase of the land, addi­ 
tional land, or improvements, or 
to 
raise money for some other legitimate 
business venture. 
The proportion of 
farm mortgages that present an actual 
falling behind, a failure to meet ex­ 
penses, hopeless debt, is so small as to 
be insignificant 
However, for whatever purpose the 
mortgage be originally given it be­ 
comes a burden when times are hard 
and farm prices are low. Those condi­ 
tions exist now, and have existed for 
three years, and consequently the man 
with a mortgage is in a hard position. 
Taking advantage of this condition 
the advocates of free coinage of silver 
are making a special appeal to this 
class of debtors. A large part of Mr. 
Bryan's speeches are made up of prom­ 
ises of cheap money with which to 
liquidate old debts. The man who is in 
debt has more reason To exercise cau­ 
tion than the man who is not.
